An Unwise and Jmpracf/cabfe Scheme. 


A new plan ha* been formulated to give San Francisco control 


or the \vj.T-rfvont on thi« r-idc of thi- bay. It wa-* presented to the 
Commomvealth Club, which promptly endorsed it. 


The plan .suggested i* the formation '.f a Metropolitan Harbor 


District, rmhrac;n£ San Franr^co, Richmond, San Jose, Valk-jo 
.aul all uuw poiuts uu\ ait! " f ron'.age on the buy a\ aiiable I'oi 
(lock- and \vharvos. How this district is to be governed was 
not .stated, but it may be taken for granted that San Francisco 
urn? to control the governing bodv and dictate the policy of har- 
bor improvement and administration. Nor was it explained how 
Oakland c-ould be made to give v.p her ripW to control her own 
vau-rirout. 


Apparently the proponent.'-- of the scheme are obsessed with 


M.e notion that the Legislature ha> the power to confiscate the 
•,.\>perty rights o:' Oakland and Richmond. The Legislature has 
•10 Mich power, and if. it had it would never use it. 


Oakland owns her own waterfront, while the waterfront of 


San Franci.-co is owned and controlled by the State. It is now 
burdened with a huge bonded debt, for which the State stands 
guarantor, and the port revenues are pledged lor many years to 
come to pay the principal and interest of this debt. Yet San Fran- 
cisco gravely proposes to throw the property of her neighbors 
into the pot with a heavily-encumbered property she does not own. 


The scheme is remarkable for its audacity. Of course, it can 


never be carried out. If it were feasible it should never be adopt- 
t-u, because it would forever put an end to competition on the bay 
of San Francisco, which would be a lasting Jnjury to the whole 
State. It would put an end to independent municipal initiative in 
port improvement and establish permanently a uniform scale of 
port charges on all sides of the bay, which would be to the advan- 
tage of San Francisco, but extremely detrimental to cities like 
Oakland, Richmond and San Jose, which are striving to create 
docking facilities on a competitive basis. 


The fighting in the Balkans proves that General Sherman 


was right when he said war is hell. Not only is the country deso- 
lated, but many non-combatants have been killed. The sufferings 
of the wounded on both sides bear terrible testimony to the cruel 
barbarism of war. The Turkish troops were literally starving as 
they fought. They did not know why or whom they were fight- 
ing, 
only that the followers of the prophet were called to battle 


with the hated Giaour. The lack of medical appliances and hos- 
pital accommodations is being seA^erely felt on both sides, but the 
Turks are the worst sufferers. All the equipment of both armies 
is 'designed to destroy; small provision has been made for the 
care of the sick and wounded. 


The Unionists started a 12th of July riot in Parliament be- 


cause the Liberals absurdly insist that it IR n.ie right of the ma- 
jority to rule. If the Unionists are not allowed to have their way 
they threaten to block all further proceedings in the House of 
Commons. They are doing the same thing they railed so furiously 
at Parnell and his followers for doing; with this difference, how- 
ever, that Parnell was fighting for reform while they are obstruct- 
ing it. 


The result of the election has left Editor Rowell of the Fresno 


Republican in a funereal frame of mind. 
He argues that 


everybody is dead, but himself, and he is not feeling well. How- 
ever, his funeral orationa are more comic than tragic. But Ches- 
ter is to be excused. He ha" just learned by personal demonstra- 
tion that a prophet is? not without honor save in his own country. 
Fresno city is normally Republican by 800. Iz went for Wilson 
by 1100, although Rowell's paper daily declared that the people 
were calling for Teddy. He is unable to understand the reverse 
English in the returns. If he finally realizes that the voters of his 
own city gave him a gentle hunch to get wise to himself, the les- 
son will be not without its uses. But we are sadly afraid he is 
incurable. 


It will probably be disclosed by the official canvass of the re- 


turns that neither Roosevelt nor Wilson will get aU the electors 
from California. It is likely thai the candidates on both tickets 
will be elected. The question as to who has carried the State will 
then depend upon who gets a majority of the electors. No chance 
fcr a tic there, because lhe whole number is thirteen. In 1880. 
the Democrats elected five of the six electors by an average plural- 
ity'of 81. David S. Terry, the sixth elector on the Democratic 
ticket, ran about 500 behind his ticket and was defeated. In 1892 
the Democrats elected six of the electors, but the Republicans got 
tfre seventh. 


Our Disgraceful Police Courtrooms. 


Better quarters should be provided for the police courts of this 


city. The police judges are required to conduct their proceedings 
•mid conditions that are positively disgraceful. They hold court 
in dingy, dirty, insanitary holes, the atmosphere of which is laden 
with foul odctfa, and breathe an air that.is tainted and sickening. 


The place in which Judge Samuels holds court is about as ab- 


ject an excuse for a courtroom p.? can be imagined. It is a mere 
sty.—small, cramped, unkempt and ill-furnished. But it is what 
the city furnishes. 


At present the preliminary examination in a murder case is be- 


ing held. The dinky, dirty little pen in which Judge Samuels is 
holding the hearing, is crowded with witnesses, lawyers, court of- 
ficer* arm spectators, which makes the air incredibly foul. Judge 
Samuels and Prosecuting Attorney Hennessey are compelled to 
•toy and work in this fetid atmosphere despite the' danger to their 
health and the personal infliction of the vile surroundings. 


No business man houses his employes in such shameful fash- 


ion. A street laborer would revolt if required to spend his work- 
in* hours pent up in such a filthy cage as the city furnishes Judge 
Btmueln and Prosecuting Attorney Hennessey. Call such a place 
a. court cf justice! It is a stinking abscess, a jail cell called by an 
Irony of courtesy a courtroom.

Ono result of this 
defect Is to throw upon the United States 
courts a mass of work 
ordinarily per- 
,'ormed by some administrative organ In 
other countries. 
In the growth of the 
commission form of government. 1 can

"The second defect is in the personnel 


of those who carry out th« 
functions 
of Erovernment. The present type of offi- 
cial Is a mere amateur.

consider the Hirlme cause 
of
